Goode said .to a New; York jl/ai! und KX~ 
press reporter,' ."is \.much more exciting 
;han ordinary'fishinKj.for it resembles tlio 
hunting of largo animals upon the land 
nnd partakes moro of tho nature ot tho 
chase. There, is. no .slow or careful baiting 
and patient waiting,. and no disappoint- 
ment causod'b'y.'tho.accidental capture o[ 
•worthless bait-s'tealers. '.Tlio game is seen 
nnd followed,.and outwitted by wary tac- 
,ics and tilled by, .strength of arm and 
skill. Tho swo'rdflsti is a'powerful antag- 
onist, sometimes, and sends hit pursuers' 
vessel into harbor, leaking, and almost 
sinking, from injuries ho lias inflicted. I 
have known a. vessel to bo struck by 
wouudod swordflsh as many as twenty 
times in a season.. .There is oven the spico 
of personal danger'to givo savor to tho 
chaso, for tho bun -'aro occasionally in- 
jured by tho infuriated fish. One of Cap- 
tain Ashby's crdv/'-was'sovcrely wounded 
by a swordfish, which thrust his boak 
through tho oak floor of a boat on-which he 
was standing, and penetrated about two 
inches in his naked hoel. 
The strange 


fascination drawsmon to this pursuit when 
thoy havo onco learned its charms. An old 
swordfislieruian, who had 
followed tho 


pursuit for twenty years, told mo that 
when he -was on tho cruising ground ho

For many years 300 to GOO of theso fish 


havo beon taken annually on tho Ifow 
England coast. It is not unusual for 
twonty-fivo or more to bo seen in tho 
course of a single day's cruising, and 
sometimes as many as this aro visible 
from tho masthead at one time. Tho 
swordfish comes into Eastern waters in 
pursuit of food, preying on menhaden and 
mackerel. Tho appearance of tho fish at 
the 
surface 
depends 
apparently on 


temperature. Thoy aro seen only on quiot 
summer days, in tho morning boforo ten 
and olovon, and in tho afternoon otter 
four o'clock. Old fishermen say they rise 
when the mackerel rise, and -when tho 
mackorol go down thoy go down also. 
Tho fish when swimming at tbo surface 
usually allows its dorsal fin and tho up- 
por lobe of its caudal fln to bo visible, pro- 
jecting out of tho wator several inches. 
It la this habit which enablos tho fishermen 
to dotoct tho presence of tho fish. It 
swims slowly 
along, and tho fishing 


schooner with a light broeze finds r.o dif- 
ficulty in overtaking It. 


When excited, Prof. Goodo says, tho 


swordflsh's motions are most quick and 
nervous. Tho fis'fl are somotimos soon to 
loap entirely out of tho wator. Tho pointed 
head, the fins of the back and abdomen 
simply fitting into grooves, tho absence of 
vcntrals, the long, litho, muscular body, 
sloping slowly to the tail, fit It for tha 
most rapid and forcible movement through 
tho water. It strikes with tho accumulat- 
ed forco ot Dftooa doublo-headod ham- 
mers. Its velocity is equal to that of ft 
wlvol-shot and is as dnngorous in its cf- 
ccts as a heavy artillery 
projectile, 


lany very curious instances are or, rocord 
f tho encounters of this fish with othor 
Ishes, or of their attacks upon ships. 
Vbat can bo tho inducement for it to at- 
ack objects so much largor than itself it 


hard to surmise. It surely fiooms as if 
temporary insanity sometimes takes pos- 


session of tho fish. An old swordfishor- 
man told Mr. Blackford that his vessol 
md boon struck twenty times. There are, 
lowevor, many instances of entirely ua- 
irovokod assault on vossels at sea. 


Tho apparatus employed in tho capture 


o£ swordfish, Prof. Goodo says, is simp'.o. 
it is a harpoon with a detachable head. 
When tho fish is struck tho head o£ tho 
larpoon remains in tho body of tho Csb, 
and carries with it a light rope, which is 
either made fast or held by a man in a 
gmall boat, or is attached to somo kind of 
juoy, which is lowed through tho water 
3y tho struggling fish, and which marks 
its whereabouts after death. 
Tho har- 


poon consists of a polo fifteen or sixteen 
[oet in length, usually of hickory or some 
other hard wood, upon which tho hark has 
beon loft, so that tho harpoonor may hare 


firmer hand grip. This polo Is from an 


inch and a halt to two inches in diameter, 
and at ono ond is provided with an Iron 
rod or shank about two feot long and flvo- 
oighths of an inch indiamotor. This shank 
is fastened to tho pole by moans of o con- 
ical or elongated, cupliko expansion at 
one end, which gets over the sharpened 
ond of tho pole, to which it is soccrod by 
screws or spikos.

shank, and in this lino is tied a loop, by 
which is made fast another short line, 
which secures tho polo to the vessel or 
boat, so that when it in thrown at tho fish 
it can not bo lost. Upon tho ond of tho 
shank fits tb'o head of tho harpoon. 


Tho swordflsh are always harpooned 


from tho ond of tho bowsprit of a sailing 
vessel. It is next to impossible to ap- 
proach them in a. small boat. All vosseli 
regularly engaged in this fishery are sup- 
plied with a special apparatus, callod a 
"rest" or "pulpit," for tho support of tho 
harpoonor as ho stands on tho bowsprit, 
and this is almost essential to success. 
"When tho fish is from six to ton feot in 
front of tbo vessel it is struck. Tho tor- 
poou is never thrown, tlio polo boitig too 
long. Tho strong arm ot tha harpoonor 
punches tho dart into tho back of tho fish, 
right at tho side of the high dorsal fin, and 
tho pole is withdrawn and fastened again 
to its 'place. When the dart has beon 
fastened to tho flsb the lino is allowed to 
run out as fur as tho fish will carry it, and 
is thon passed in a small boat, which is 
towing at tho stern. Two men jump into 
this, and pulling in upon tho line until tho 
fish is brought in alongside, it is then 
killed with a whale-lance- or u whale- 
spade, which is struck into the gills.
